DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-15 and 19-23 are allowed. 

Reason for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art fail to disclose or suggest a hollowware soda lime silica glass having 
the following component: T-Fe 2 03 in an amount of 0.01-0.15 wt%, V 2 0 5 in an amount of 
0.1 1-0.40 wt%, and MnO in an amount of 0.05-0.4wt%. Furthermore, the hollowware 
soda lime silica glass has the ultraviolet transmission and chromatic coordinates as 
recited in the instant claims. 

The closest prior art is deemed to be WO 02/066388 Al by Furukubo et al. 
Furukubo et al. disclose a similar composition for a soda lime silica hollowware glass 
except the range of the glass of Furukubo et al. does not disclose or suggest that the glass 
contain V2O5 in the range of 0. 1 1-0.40 wt%. Furthermore, most soda lime silica glasses 
are made by the float glass process, which result in flat glasses such as glasses for 
architectural and automotive windows. It is not suggested by the prior art for one of 
ordinary skill in the art to take a flat float glass composition and use that composition to 
form a hollowware soda lime silica glasses contain T-Fe203, V2O5, and MnO made by the 
molding, pressing, or blowing methods.
